Giles Walker, 32, a Southern Railway yard brakeman 


was shot and almost instantly killed at about half past seven 
o'clock yesterday evening by William H. Blankenship, pool 
room owner, in a room over his establishment at 203 lower 
Main street. Two bullets were fired into his body, one of 
these lodging in the body and the other in the brain, either 
one of which could have been fatal. 


Blankenahip was arrested soon after the shooting by 


Police Officer 0. T, Cook, who was later assisted by Police 
Officer J. T. Clark. Taken to the courthouse, officers declare, 
Blankenship admitted the killing declaring, it is alleged, 
that he shot Walker and aimed to kill him fearing lest he 
suffer the chance of being killed himself. Blankenship de- 
clared that Walker made an ugly move for his hip pocket 
and that it was then that he shot. This statement is in con- 
flict with the evidence of Sam Morton who, with Howard 
Blankenship, were present at the moment of the shooting. 


At the coroner's inquest held this morning at the court- 


house after the jury had viewed the remains at F. W. 
Townes' undertaking establishment it was revealed that the 
shooting was due t« a debt of five dollars incurred in a game 
of cards which had been in progress shortly before ttie fatal 
affray. The men had been drinking wine and whisky and, 
Police Sergeant J. L. Edwards states, Blankenship was un- 
der the influence of an intoxicant, but not drunk at the time 
of his arrest..

Lester Stone, alleged bootlegger who late on Saturday 


evening ran into a trap set for him by the police of Reids- 
ville, *N. C., about four miles north of that town, was not 
killed primarily by his car turning over, but was shot to 
death by one of four omcers who fired several times at the 
fugitive liquor handler. Late on Saturday night a pistol 
bullet which entered Stone's head from the rear and lodged 
under the frontal bone was ronoved by Dr. M. H. McBride, 
Reidsville who felt compelled to make an autopsy in order to 
fill up intelligently the necessary death certificate. In addi- 
tion 4o the fatal injury caused by the pistol bullet Stone's 
neck was broken, evidently by the weight of the car. 


With Stone, in the car said to have contained over 


twenty gallons of liquor most of which was spilled out in the 
auto crash, were two other men. The names of these men 
are said to bs known to the Reidsville officers who are with- 
holding them until they can be sought and placed under ar~ 
rest.. 
Enquiries from Reidsville, N. C. today revealed that no legal 
developments have followed the shooting. It is claimed by 
the officers that the men in the car opened fire at them first 
whereupon they shot back in retaliation. It was one of these 
shots which penetrated the rear curtain and found the head 
of Lester Stone, who was killed at the steering pillar of his 
car allowed the car to run amuck an dto turn over by the 
roadside. The two other men who appear to have escaped 
the hail of bullets were evidently flung from the car not too 
badly hurt to crawl to a place of hiding, there to remain 
until the officers had gone.
